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When court opened in the Bankert 
trial today , quite a

sprung by the defense when Attorney 
William Cook, of Greenfield, 
who 
enjoy s quite a reputation r a criminal 
lawy er, was found array ed with the 
attorney s for 
the 
defendant. 
Mr. 
Cook was called into the case to assist 
Congressman Watson, who although 
he was at his office for a short time 
during the forenoon, was unable to 
appear in court. 
Mr. Cook had arrived at 8 :13 over 
the Big Four and until 1): 30 he consul­ 
ted with the attorney s for the defense 
at Mr. Watson’s office. 
Court then 
couvenod. fThe court room was again 
packed with people, 
Mrs. Bankert still maintained her 
indifferent manner, seemingly taking 
but little interest in the proceedings 
Occasionally her husband conferred 
with the attorey s tor the defense. 
Dr. F. H. Green, who testified y es­ 
terday forenoon as to Cook’s wounds 
was recalled. 
He stated that upon 
the top of Cook’s head there were seven 
bruises and cuts. 
The skull was not 
fractured. 
These wounds contributed 
to some extent, he said, to Cook’s 
death. 
Ora Herkless, county survey or, was 
then called to the stand. 
He testified 
that he had made at the request of the 
prosecution, a blue print map of the 
Bankert home, 
and 
when it 
was 
spread out upon the floor in front of 
him, he explained it to the jury . 
He 
described the bullet hole in the floor 
of the south room, which was located 
three feet north from the south win­ 
dow, and at a point near where the 
head of the pallet was located. 
Mr. 
Herkless was asked by the attorney s 
for the Stato in what direction he 
thought the bullet, if bullet made the 
hole, had been fired. 
Attorney Cook 
for 
the 
defense 
objected on 
the 
grounds that the 
witness had not 
shown himsolf to bo an expert on such 
subjects. 
The objection was overruled 
ami the witness answered that the 
bullet had entered from the west. 
On cross examination, the witness 
was asked if the bullet might not have 
been deflected into the floor. 
Prosecu­ 
to r Bassett objected ou the grounds 
that the witness bail not shown him ­ 
self to he an epxert on bullet holes ami 
that the hole had been shown to be 
clean cut. 
The objection was

tained. 
Mrs. Bankert had told the coroner 
that she fired all the shots from the 
door of the south room. 
The State 
desired to show from the bullet hole 
that the shot was fired at least eight 
feet inside of the room. 
Ou cross examination also the w it­ 
ness testified that the carpet above the 
hole had the appearance of having 
been cut awav 
Witness testified, up­ 
on a question from the State’s atto r­ 
ney s that he had taken measurements 
of all the blood spots in the house. 
| These he located and described. 
Some 
of the S]>ots, he said, had been washed, 
but 
not 
wholly 
obliterated. 
He 
further stated that there was a broken 
stream of blood from the center of the 
south room to a point

and 
east of the confer of the north room. 
He stated that he had found no blood 
spots on the hall floor. 
Willie Horr, aged 14, of Glen wood, 
a nephew of Anna Bankert, who was 
visitin’ his cousin Ralph at the time 
of tht murder, was the next witness. 
He r -died lightly to the questions 
put to him by the prosecution. 
He 
stated that lie knew botli Cook and 
Mrs. Bankert and that he saw them 
ou the night of the murder. 
He said 
he heard four or five shots fired up­ 
stairs, while in the y ard on the south 
side of the house, and that he ran up­ 
stairs.

The defendant was very nervous ami 
looked wild about the ey es when she 
returned.

All observers have noticed tht 
and rapid decline of the bicy cle, 
automobile is becoming to be 
popular vehicle now, but will its fa‘o 
be that of the bicy cle? The Scientific 
American speaks on this subject edi­ 
torially as follows: 
The history of sports and pastimes 
in this country furnishes no jiarallel 
to the rapia growth in popularity of 
the bicy cle., and it« even more sudden 
decline as a means of recreation. 
Its 
decline is rendered the more puzzling 
when we remember that the medical 
profession indorsed bicy cle riding as 
being, when followed in moderation, 
of valuable assstance in keeping the 
body in good condition, and in the 
cure and prevention of certain a il­ 
ments that*arise from sedentary habits 
and the lack of a proper amount of 
outdoor exercise. 
So true is this that 
if it were jiossible to gather the testi­ 
mony of hundreds of thousands of 
people 
in 
this 
country , 
whose 
“ wheels” are Unlay rusting in the 
cellar, or stored ingloriously among 
the top attic lumber, it would be 
found 
that not a few thousands of 
them would readily admit that they 
have never enjoy ed the perfect health 
which was theirs when the Sunday 
trip into the country or the evening 
ride on the boulevards or cy clo imths 
formed an important and pleasurable 
item in the routine of their lives. 
The causes 
for the decline were 
many . 
The chief trouble 
was 
the 
very one that is threatening the auto ­ 
mobile today —people rode too fast and 
too far; and those who were not gift­ 
ed with the muscular and co nstitu­ 
tional equipment necessary for riding 
centuries or even half-centuries, w ith­ 
out distress, began to associate the 
bicy cle with aching limbs and an ex­ 
hausted body . 
Aonther ami scarcely 
less active cause of the decline was 
the introduction of cheap bicy cles and 
the placing of the wheels within 
rea ch 
of every body who could 
find 
the 
necessary forty or fifty dollars for its 
purchase. 
Bicy cling became unfash­ 
ionable; and in this respect the de­ 
cline of wheeling is one of the most 
startling signs of the fact that the 
American people are fast losing that 
independent, democratic spirit which 
for three centuries has been one of the 
distinguishing characteristics of the 
race. 
When the fad became unfash­ 
ionable its deatb-kneli as a pastime 
of universal'popularity was sounded. 
The bicy cle was [relegated 
to uses 
purely 
utilitarian. 
As a means of 
transportation it 
will alway s fill a 
useful place in tbo economy of every ­ 
day life; but that bicy cling will ever 
win back: any thing of its former posi­ 
tion as one of the most fashionable and 
popular means of recreation ;s most 
improbable. 
But what of the automobile? 
Will 
like causes produce like effects? Al­ 
ready the speed mania is threatening 
to work injury to automobile interests 
by multiply ing the lists of casualties 
and provoking a prejudice In the pub­ 
lic mind. 
The introduction of cheap 
and reliable automobiles (and if the 
plans of certain firms do not miscarry , 
the market will within the next two 
or three y ears be flooded with such) 
will bring the automobile within reach 
of the pocketbook of ten times as 
many people as can afford a machine 
under existing 
conditions.

Sherrick, who was forced by Governor 
Hanly to resign as auditor of state be­ 
cause of a shortage of $ 145,000 in his 
accounts, was rearresled Friday on 
grand Jury indictments charging him 
with grand larceny, embezzlement and 
consp iracy to commit a felony. 
The arrest was made by Sheriff 
Sourbier. 
Sherrlck’s bond was fixed 
at $ 10,000 for each indictment. 
In 
comp any with the sheriff he visited 
a number of his friends, who quickly 
made up tho amount of the hail. 
Al­ 
though there were two Indictments 
returned by the grand jury, only the 
one charging embezzlement and grand 
larceny was made p ublic. 
The other charges consp iracy to 
commit a felony, and it is understood 
that it wa^ the desire of the local au­ 
thorities to keep it quiet, as it con­ 
tains the name of another p erson not 
under arrest. 
The indictment made 
p ublic after Shcrrick’s arrest charged 
him with “unlawfully, feloniously and 
fraudulently ap p rop riating to his own 
use $ 120,000 of the state’s money on 
June 6, 1905. The second count states 
that he dep osited at 2 p er cent inter­ 
est $ 10,019.65 with the Columbia Na­ 
tional bank of this city. 
This count also charges him with 
ap p rop riating this money to uis ov.n 
use and lending it to the J. H. Murry 
comp any. The third and fourth counts 
are p ractically the same as the first 
two. 
Although the officers did not 
state that there 
is an 
indictment 
against 
W. 
S. 
Wickard, 
secret ary- 
treasurer of the J. H. Murry comp any, 
whose name is signed to notes for 
$ 51,000 given by Wickard to Sherrick 
for money loaned in the J H Murry 
comp any’s name, they w eu wailing 
with a cap ias on ono of tha indict­ 
ments for his arrest. 
Sheriff Sourbier had one of V d~> 
utlos watching all the Ineomin : trains 
from St. Louis, as it is known that 
W ickard wont there to confer with 
J. H. Murry and Stoughton J Fletcher, 
p resident of the Fletcher National 
bank. 
It is faid that the sheriff did 
not arrest S’.jerriek sooner because he 
wanted to get the other man in the 
case at the same time. 
Mr. Fletcher 
said that Wickard did not return with 
him, but that he knew of no reason 
why he should not come back. Fletch­ 
er stated that he did not know wheth­ 
er Murry remained in St. Louis or re­ 
turned to his lumber p rop erties in 
Arkansas. 
Wickard * is Murry’s son- 
in-law. and has declared that he had 
p ower of attorney to sign notes. Gov­ 
ernor Hanly on the other hand has de­ 
clared that the notes were forgeries. 
It 
understood, however, that the 
grand Jury has indicted no one for 
forgery, so if Wickard was indicted 
it may be that he is included in the 
one charging Sherrick and another 
with consp iracy to commit a felony. 
It was rep orted that Murry has de­ 
termined not to p ay the notes signed 
by Wickard, but it could not be con­ 
firmed 
John Reed, receiver for Sherrlck’s 
affairs, is inclined to bring suit at 
once to collect on ^bese notes, but he 
is waiting for advice from Attorney 
General Miller. 
If Murry refuses to 
settle and denies that he gave Wick­ 
ard the authority to sign his name the 
situation may he comp licated. 
ft Is said, however, that Reed has 
been reliably lnform ei that Wickard 
used $ 35,000 of the money secured on 
the Dotes in taking up a note for $ 35.- 
000 at the Fletcher National hank. 
The receiver believes that the bank 
is liable if W ickard and Murry are 
not, as the note was taken up with 
the state’s money, and suit may be 
filed soon against Fletcher 
The p os­ 
sibility of a suit being filed against 
Fletcher to recover $ 35.000 may be 
resp onsible for the lalter’s activity in 
the case, although he stated that he 
went to St. Louis to talk over business 
m atters with Murry, as he is the lat- 
ter’s banker. 
Unless the W ickard notes are p aid 
in full Sherrick may not be able to get 
his friends to take up his securities, 
as he now hop es. It was rep orted that 
arrangem ents had been made whereby 
they would make up the difference be­ 
tween the amount of the shortage and 
the total of the Wickard notes and 
those endorsed by the directors of the 
Hoosier Oil comp any, but the p lan 
may fall through unless all the notes 
are p aid in full. 
The Hoosier Oil comp any note is 
for $ 14,000 and has been referred to 
frequently as the Eben Wolcott note, 
but It is endorsed by C. B Laird, J. G. 
Rimstidt of Rockp ort. Robert Hum­ 
p hrey and Samuel Kerchavel of Indi­ 
anap olis, E. H. Wolcott of Wolcott and 
M. C. Beech of Ixvgansp ort. 
Sherrick 
loaned the comp any money to take up 
the Indebtedness cm Its p rop erty, for 
which a trust deed was also given as 


security. The note will be p aid within 
a short time. 
The Indian Territory Develop ment 
comp any, in which Sherrick invested 
$ 3,500. has made arrangem ents to take 
up the stock and turn over $ 3.500 to 
Receiver Reed.

It is money from this fund that 
Sherrick lost. 
This fact may give him a loop hole 
of escap e when he comes to trial, as 
some attorneys say he cannot be held 
for embezzlement of funds that should 
have been p aid to another dep artm ent; 
that the funds were never legally his 
to start with, and that he could not 
be held resp onsible for them. 
W arren 
Bigler, who succeeded Sherrick, says 
that hereafter 
the insurance taxes 
must be p aid to the state treasurer 
His investigation shows that the se­ 
curities p ut up as assets by the in­ 
surance comp anies with Sherrick arc* 
good.

Somo of the more learned professors 
of the ung raded, ov er-crowded district 
schools, back in the forties, fonnd 
tim e somehow to g iv e instruction in 
such of the hig her brandies as Latin, 
Alg ebra, and occa siona lly Trig onom e­ 
try . This may be said to be the beg in­ 
ning of the Hig h School. 
The v alue 
of these hig her branches was soon 
recog nized, and the demand for them 
g rew, and a little later found ex pres­ 
sion in namorous acadamies a ll ov er 
the country , chief of which in Hash 
county were Fa irv iew and Kichlaud 
Acadamies, the former established in 
18 49 and the la tter in 18 65. 
W hile the institutions serv ed a g reat 
purpose in their day and in a measure 
satisfied the demand for hig her work, 
y et they wore not local enoug h to 
afford deserv ing , thoug h poorer c h il­

It was durmg the afternoon when 
Alfred W. Maine, an a ssocia te auditor 
of the Equitable Life Assurance so­ 
ciety . was called to the stand, that it 
was disclosed that the Equitable Life, 
the Mutual Life and the New York 
Life companies had formed a pool to 
look after leg isla tion before the v ari­ 
ous sta te leg islatures. 
Andrew Ham­ 
ilton, to whom President McCall of 
the 
New 
York 
Life 
paid 
sev eral 
checks, the purpose of which the coun­ 
sel for the committee, Mr. Hug hes, 
has not y et broug ht to lig ht, was one 
of the chief members of the leg al staff 
for the '3 companies and was employ ­ 
ed and roc dv ed money for serv ices 
from (he Equitable. 
Mr. M ilne told 
of the div ision of the country to be 
looked alter by Mr. Hamilton, in con 
; "ofinn w ill E. L. Short and W. P. 
T inr 
1 
W itness presented v ouch* 
v . f- 
:r m e -s paid by his company 
to Mr. Hamilton, and these showed 
that in eig ht y ears, from 18 9 5 to 19 9 3, 
the sum of $65,59 6 was paid to Mr.

Maine could not g iv e any details of 
'he defies performer by Mr. Hamilton 
nor of the commit tees he appeared be­

for nil tnrce companies in the sta tes 
west of Ohio. 
W itness t-dd of an ag reement where­ 
by special counsel was employ ed by 
one company in Its territory and the 
ex pen re was shared by ail. 
He was asked if campaig n contribu­ 
tions came under his observ ation, and 
he replied they did not. 
He nev er 
heard of money being paid to Influence 
leg islators. 
He was ex cused but will 
be called ag ain to submit transcripts 
of accounts g iv ing information he was 
unable to supply . 
He was followed in the afternoon 
session by Edward I. Dev lin, the real 
esta te manag er ot the New York Life 
for the United Sta tes and Canada. Mr. 
Dev lin was called to testify as to the 
cost of the building in Paris. 
He had 
only the transcripts for the reports 
this department made to the home of­ 
fice. but it was broug ht out that the 
Paris building was carried on 
the 
books of the company at a v aluation 
of $1,102.604. whereas with the orig ­ 
inal cost and Improv ements on the 
building , actual money to the amount 
of $2,533,104 was paid, ov er a million 
being charg ed off i**e v aluation on the 
books of the company . 
Mr. Dev lin 
said the net income on the building to 
the New York Life was Ity per cent 
on the actual amount inv ested in the 
building , or between 3 and 3Vfc per 
cent on the amount at which the build­ 
ing was carried on the books of the 
company . 
Mr. Dev lin was on the 
stand when adjournment was taken, 
but he will be called ag ain to submit 
transcripts of the records to supply 
further information. 
Not the least im­ 
portant dev elopment of the day was 
the appearance on the stand of J acob 
H. Schiff. head of the banking firm 
of Kuhn, Iioeb & Co. 
Most of the 
time Mr. Schiff reclined leisurely in 
the chair on the witness stand, but 
as one point after another was broug ht 
out, he g rew ex cited and v ig orously 
defended his attitude while a director 
of the Equitable society , and claimed 
his firm had acted in a conscientious 
manner in all its dealing s with the 
society . At the conclusion of his testi­ 
mony , and before the committee could 
adjourn. Mr. Schiff asked to be al­ 
lowed to make a statement. 
He was 
permitted, and he stepped briskly for­ 
ward on the platform toward a small 
table and made an impassioned a t­ 
tack on the sta te superintendent of 
insurance and sta tem ents he had made 
concerning Kuhn. Loeb & Co.. during 
the inv estig at'on of the 
Equitable. 
Mr. Schiff emphasized his remarks 
with rapping s on the table and fre­ 
quently he raised his v oice until it was 
almost a shout. 
During his testimony , 
too, Mr. Schiff made the charg e that 
the minutes of the finance committee 
reg arding 
a 
certain 
meeting 
were 
false. 
He later qualified this, how­ 
ev er, by say ing if the transaction un­ 
der consideration, on Union Pacific 
preferred, was actually made he did 
not hear of it, thoug h he was present 
at the meeting . 
Ag ain, during his 
testimony reg arding the power of the 
finance com mittee of the Equitable so­ 
ciety , Mr. Schiff wax ed warm In his 
ex planation and said that the entire 
committee was at the mercy of one 
man.
